To younger people I am talking 
a good deal these days on the sub- 
ject of family prayer. I find many 
of them saying they ought to do 
it and really want to do it, but 
can’t. They usually give two rea- 
sons: they can’t get the family to- 
gether at night and neither father 
nor mother can lead a prayer. To 
remove these difficulties, I tell 
them this story: In my student 
pastorate in Eminence, Kentucky, I 
I preached an earnest sermon on 
this subject. The next day I met 
one of our best members — Tom 
Ramey by name. He said: “Brother 
Ray, you are right; we all ought 
to have family prayer and my wife 
and I want to do it, but we can’t. 
We can’t get the children together 
at bedtime and neither my wife nor 
I ever led a public prayer.”’ 


I said: “Tom, you don’t have to 
have it at bedtime. Is not your 
family all together at breakfast ?’’ 
He said, “Usually they are, or with 
a little effort could be.” I said, 
“All right, Tom, you talk it over 
with Mrs. Ramey; have an under- 
standing with her that she will put 
the Bible by your plate every morn- 
ing as regularly as she puts the 
breakfast on the table. Before eat- 
ing a bite explain to the children 
that you and their mother have de- 
cided there ought to be a brief sea- 
son of family worship every morn- 
ing before entering upon the duties 
of the day. If you put it up to 
them they will approve it. Then 
open your Bible and read a few 
verses, beginning, say, with the 
first twelve verses of the Sermon 
on the Mount. You could do that, 
could you not?” He promptly 
said, “Yes, I could read the verses, 
but I could not. make the prayer.” 

I said, “Very good, if you can’t 
make a prayer of your own, turn 
every morning to Matthew 6:9 and

reverently read unto God before 
your family what we call the 
Lord’s Prayer.” He said, “All 
right pastor, I can do that and I 
will do it beginning tomorrow 
morning.” A few weeks afterward 
I met him. He was smiling and 
said, “Pastor, I kept my promise; 
only I have done more than I 
thought I could do. After reading 
the Lord’s Prayer a few mornings 
I was surprised to find that I could 
make a prayer of my own. We all 
enjoy it and I am sure none of my 
family would be willing to aban- 
don it.” 

I am telling this story in the 
hope that it-may encourage other 
fathers and mothers to take up this 
vital duty and that it may point 
the way by which it can be done. 

From both observation and ex- 
perience I know the incalculable 
blessing of a family altar in the 
home and it is becoming more and 
more my earnest desire to encour- 
age younger people to start the 
home right with a family altar. 
But even if it has been neglected 
heretofore, it is not too late to 
start it now. It is my deliberate 
judgment that a family altar reg- 
ularly and religiously maintained 
is the home’s surest avenue of 
spiritual blessing. 


(We are grateful to our brother 
and former teacher, Dr. Ray, for 
this fine message on the family ai- 
tar. In our home we have found 
it convenient and blessed to read 
one chapter each morning, reading 
in a’ circle around the breakfast 
table two verses at a time, with 
appropriate comments and ques- 
tions, and each of the girls taking 
part except the two youngest who 
cannot read. We have read through 
practically all the Bible this way, 
some books of it several times. 
Why not start a family altar to- 
day ?

into a pitiful funk. Where is the 
dead line? Caleb never found it; 
men like him do not find it. Death 
could not catch, much less kill, 
Elijah. God took him to heaven 
alive. 

Up, up, up the mountains! Who 
are those fellows? Do they not 
know the Anakim are up there? 
Oh, that is Caleb and his com- 
pany. Well, that is another story. 

A few days later another com- 
pany of Israelites timidly followed. 
At least they would try to see that 
the old fellow’s bones were buried. 
Everything was quiet; no giants 
anywhere. What was that clatter- 
ing and banging they heard? Old 
Caleb had sent up his anvil, sharp- 
ened the swords and spears, lest 
other giants might come along, and 
now he was fixing plows, hoes and 
other implements of industry. Caleb 
had come to stay; the old man was 
ready to settle down.

We do not know when Caleb 
died; the historian may have grown 
tired waiting and forgot Caleb. 
What a man! What a figure! It 
is a pity that Carlyle did not know 
that period of Bible history better. 
What a hero he could have made 
out of this old praying, fighting 
blacksmith. What sturdy faith! 
His religion was real, no doubting, 
no explaining away the superna- 
tural, no turning down miracles. 
He believed that God was going 
to give them Canaan and wanted 
him to fight for it. 

When his God promised him 
something Caleb meant to live to 
see it. No compromise with idols, 
no flabby looking for good in the 
rites of the heathen. Stern old 
Puritan of the Exodus, how he 
would have delighted to have been 
with Luther at Worms. Caleb 
might not have understood all the 
points of theology, but Luther 
would have had company. John 
Knox would have loved him like a 
brother. And what a praying, 
psalm-singing captain he would 
have made for Cromwell’s Iron- 
sides. The Calebs have been the 
pioneers of every good cause, they 
are the never-quits, the die-hards, 
the uncompromisers of the armies 
of righteousness. 

Caleb would not have been at 
home at court, he would have cut 
a sorry figure in a drawing room, 
he would not have fitted in at re- 
ceptions or pink teas. But he was 
a wonderful man to have about 
when giants were threatening and 
cowards trembling.

The biggest thing about Caleb 
was his religion. When he was con- 
verted he burned all bridges be- 
hind him, and lost all his zest for 
the onions, the leeks, the garlic 
and the fleshpots of Egypt.. If he 
were a pastor today, he would not 
be popular with the dancing, card- 
playing, cheap-show-loving church 
members. But he would be a very 
fitting man to hold a revival meet- 
ing down at “Hell’s Half Acre,” or 
to lead a fight against gambling 
hells, bootleggers or the red light 
gang. Wholly following Jehovah! 
He had moral muscle. No easy- 
going, slack-twisted theology for 
him. Nothing of “one religion as 
good as another.” To him the re- 
ligion of God was good, all others 
false. No heathen altars were built 
up there in the mountains while 
Caleb lived. When you saw them, 
you did not need to ask, Caleb was 
dead. 

This loose-thinking and looser- 
living age, is in much need of the 
iron that was in Caleb’s blood. 
Such men never die, they pass 
through death, but it does not 
wither them, and life for them here 
and hereafter does not grow stale. 


Caleb is still young in heaven.

But it 
was like attempting to reason 
with the tempest, or soothe the 
volcano. 


Scene Il. The Christian Closet 


. There was a fire blazing upon 

the hearth in that little room. The 
wind was howling without, the 
snow was whirled in eddies, and 
Was swept with violence against 
the casements. It was a cold night 
in January. In that secret and re- 
tired chamber, where none but God 
could hear, was poured out a voice 
from a burdened soul. The aged 
Christian was upon his knees. His 
bosom heaved with emotion. His 
soul was in agony. That voice of 
prayer was continued at intervals 
through the livelong night. In that 
room was a wrestling like that of 
Jacob. There was a prevailing like 
that of Israel. It was a pleading 
with the Most High for an un- 
wonted display of His power and 
grace, with the confidence that 
nothing is too hard for the Al- 
mighty. It was a night of prayer, 
of entreaty, of importunity. It was 
prayer, as a man would pray for 
the life of a friend who was on 
the eve of execution. 


Scene III. The Prayer Meeting 


The meeting was still and solemn 
as eternity. The house was crowd- 
ed to its utmost capacity. It was 
a cheerful evening and the astrals 
threw their mellow light over the 
dense assembly. Now the song of 
praise resounds from all parts of 
the room, and there is a heart in 
the utterance which belongs not to 
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other times. Now the voice of one 
and another ascends in prayer, and 
such prayer as is seldom heard ex- 
cept in the time of genuine revivals 
of religion. The silent tear stole 
down many a cheek. The almost 
inaudible sigh escapes from many 
a bosom. An intense interest rests 
on every countenance, and the voice 
of prayer is the voice of all. One 
after another arises, and tells the 
listening what “the Lord has done 
for hig soul.” There stands Mr. 
R—, once the infidel — now the 
humble believer in Jesus. He is 
clothed in a new spirit. His face 
shines as did the face of Moses 
when he had seen God face to face. 
He igs a new creature in Christ Je- 
sus. 

“I stand,” said Mr. R—, “to tell 
you the story of my conversion.” 
His lips trembled slightly as he 
spoke, and hig bosom heaved with 
suppressed emotion. “I am as a 
brand plucked out of the burning. 
The change in me is an astonish- 
ment to myself; and all brought 
around by the grace of God, and 
that unanswerable argument. It 
was a cold morning in January, 
and I had just begun my labor at 
the anvil in my shop, when I looked 
out and saw Mr. B— approaching. 
He dismounted quickly, and en- 
tered. As he drew near, I saw he 
was agitated. His look was full of 
earnestness. His eyes were be- 
dimmed with tears. He took me by 
the hand. His breast heaved with 
emotion, and with indescribable 
tenderness he said, ‘Mr. R—, I am 
greatly concerned for your salva- 
tion — greatly concerned for your 
salvation,’ and he burst into tears. 
He stood with my hand grasped 
in his. He struggled to regain self- 
possession. He often essayed to 
speak, but not a word could he ut- 
ter; and finding that he could say 
no more, he turned, went out of 
the shop, got on his horse, and rode 
slowly away. 

“ “Greatly concerned for my sal- 
vation,’ said I, audibly, and I stood 
and forgot to bring my hammer 
down. There I stood with it up- 
raised — ‘Greatly concerned for my 
salvation.’ Here is a new argument 
for the truth of religion, which I 
had never heard before, and which 
I know not how to answer. Had 
the aged man reasoned with me, I 
could have confounded him; but 
here is no thread-bare argument 
for the truth of religion. Religion 
must be true, or this man would 
not feel as he does. ‘Greatly con- 
cerned for my salvation;’ it rung 
through my ears like a thunder- 
clap in a clear sky. Greatly con- 


| cerned I ought to be for my own 


salvation, said I —- what shall I 
do? I went to my house. My poor 
pious wife, who I had always ridi- 
culed for her religion, exclaimed, 
‘Why, Mr. R—, what is the matter 
with you?’ ‘Matter enough,’ said 
I, filled with agony and over- 
whelmed with a sense of sin. ‘Old 
Mr. B— has ridden two miles this 
cold morning to tell me he was 
greatly concerned for my salvation. 
What shall I do; what shall I do?’ 

“*T do not know what you can 
do,’ said my astonished wife; ‘I 
do not know what better you can 
do, than to get on your horse and 
go to see him. He can give you 
better counsel than I, and tell you 
what you must do to be saved.’ 

“TI mounted my horse and pur- 
sued after him. I found him alone 
in that same little room where he 
had spent the night in prayer for 
my poor soul, where he had shed 
many tears over such a reprobate 
as I, and had besought God to have 
mercy upon me. 

“*T am come,’ said I to him, ‘to 
tell you that I am greatly con- 
cerned for my own salvation.’ 

“‘*Praise God,’ said the aged 
man. ‘It is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Je- 
sus Christ came into the world to 
save sinners, even the chief; and 
he began at that same Scripture, 
and preached to me Jesus. On that 
same floor we knelt, and together 
we prayed — and we did not sep- 
arate that day until God spoke 
peace to my soul. 

“T have often been requested to 
look at the evidence of the truth 
of religion, but blessed be God, 
I have evidence for its truth here,” 
laying his hand upon his heart, 
“which nothing can gainsay or re- 
sist. I have often been led to look 
at this and that argument for the 
truth of Christianity; but I could 
overturn, and, as I thought, com- 


pletely demolish and annihilate! 


them all. But I stand here tonight 
thankful to acknowledge that God 
sent an argument to my conscience 
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That Night of Prayer 


One missionary and his wife 
labored on a certain island thirteen 
years. He and his wife sowed the 
Gospel with tears, amid much per- 
secution and opposition. This mis- 
sionary at last became heart-brok- 
en to see the want of success, and 
he came to us and pleaded with us 
to let him go to one of the other 
islands where the people were cry- 
ing out for a missionary. But we 
said to him, “You have acquired 
the language in the island where 
you are placed, and translated the 
New Testament into it, and we 
could have no one that would gain 
your influence there for many years 
to come. Hold on, and we will all 
pray for you that God’s Spirit may 
be poured out upon your work, and 
we hope ere long that you will have 
cause to praise God for the tri- 
umphs of the Gospel of His love.” 

The missionary and his wife re- 
turned to their former sphere, but 
when they returned, a fight had 
taken place between the slaves and 
the natives. A native chief had 
been shot by the white men, and 
deeds of darkness had been done 
that I cannot now enter upon. The 
missionaries were greatly disheart- 
ened. Moreover, the old chief got 
angry with some of his own people, 
and he was determined that if they 
would not confess some wrong they 
had done he would coerce them by 
war. 

One morning the missionaries 
heard the yells of savages ap- 


proaching, and believing their in- 
tention was to murder them, they, 
‘with their children, entered a boat 
at once, and set off with all possible 
'speed. It was told the old warrior, 
however, that the missionary and 
his wife and children were leaving. 
He then ran down to the beach and 
called out to them, “Come back; 
if you do not I will send my swift- 
est canoe after you, and shoot you 
every one.” 

The missionary’s wife said in 
tears to her husband. “Have we 
not risked our lives these many 
years for them, and suffered much 
amongst them? That may be Gcd’s 
voice that we hear in that old sav- 
age. He cries, ‘Come back;’ let us 
commit ourselves to God in prayer, 
and let us turn back and leave the 
results entirely to Jesus; and if 
we and our children are all mur- 
dered, oh, the joy of getting into 
heaven at the same moment with 
them all!” And then they prayed 
as men will only pray when on the 
verge of Eternity. 


Oh, friends, it is not in the police, | 


or in the arm of law, or in the 
blessings that civilization gives, 
that we missicnaries trust in the 
hour of danger and difficulty, but 
it is in throwing ourselves upon 
the promises of Him who said: 
“Whatever you shall ask in my 
name, I will do it.” 

The boat was turned, and the old 
chief saw where it was to land 
on the beach. He ran down to the 
spot, and there stood with his great 
club drawn, as if to strike the first 
that came ashore. The boat hesi- 
tated for a moment but the mis- 
sionary’s wife, picking up the baby 
and coming to the front of the boat, 
committed her all to Jesus. When 
she landed, the old savage swung 
his club over her head. But he 
said to his men, “Do not strike 
them; we will finish our own work 
today, and we will close them in 
their own house, and come back 


and heart which could not be an- 
swered or resisted, when a weep- 
ing Christian came to tell me how 
greatly concerned he was for my 
salvation. God had taught him that 
argument when he spent the night 
before him in prayer for my soul.

So it shall 
be with me. I will endeavor to 
reach the hearts of my infidel 
friends through the closet and by 
prayer.” 

He sat down overcome with emo- 
tion, amid the tears and the sup- 
pressed sobs of the assembly. All 
were touched; for all knew what 
he once was, all saw what he had 


now become.

But that was a night spent in 
prayer, and when the morning 
came they were caim, and resigned 
in the arms of Jesus.
